A Tis moſt true, Gentlemen, and wo- 
full experience dayly teacheth vs,

J haue therefore, Gentlemen, as one inforced( amor patrie) 
taken in hand to publiſh this little Pamphlec(which by a very 
friend came by a chance to my hands, and adding ſome hat 
of mine owne knowledge,and vpon veric credible iufotma- 
tion) moſt neceſſarie in my mind forthe good of the com-

Ned Jr catch, and Blacke Robins kindneſſe: Wher- 
in are manifeſtedthe natute of Humoriſts, ſuch as can inſinu · 
ate ti emſelues into euerie manscompanie: & as they ſec him 
addicted, ſo will they verſe vpon him, hat policies they haue 
to purloine goods out of ſhops vnder the pretence of. plain- 
neſſe, xhat ſhiſts they haue to coſen poore Ale wiues, By the 
art of carrying ſtones, what inconuenience may come by ſol- 
lowing flattering ſtrumpets, Iknow not I what ſhould be the 
cauſe why fo innumerable harlots and Curtizans abide about 
London, but becauſe that good lau es are not looked vnto: 


is there not one appointed fox the apprehending of ſuch hell- 


moths, 
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mots, that eat a man our of bodie & ſoule? And yet there be 
more notorious ſſrumpets & their mates about the Citie and 
the ſuburbs, then euer were before the Marſhall was appoin- 
ted: idlematesI meane, that ynder the habir of a Gentleman 
or ſeruing man, think themſelues free from the whip; although 
they can giue no honeſt account of theirlife, I could wiſh, and 
ſoit is to be wiſhed of every honeſt ſubiect, that Amaſs la we 
vere receiued, who ordained that euerie man at the yeares 
end ſhould giue an account to the Magiſſrate ho hee hued, 
and he that did not ſo, or could not make an account of an 
honeſt life to be put to death as a ſellon, without fauor or par- 
don: What then ſhould become of a number of our vpſtart 
gallants, that liue only by the you of other mens browes, 
and are the decay of the forwande(t Gentlemen and beſt wits? 
Then ſhould we haue fewer conicatching ſirumpets, x ho are 
che vetie cauſes of all the plagues that happen to this flouri- 
ſhing common wealth, They are the deſtruction of fo manie 
Gentlemen in England. By them many Lordſhips come to 
ruine. What dangers growe by dallying with ſuch vnchaſt Li- 

bertines, and what inc onuenience tollowes by their inordinar 

pleaſures, let thoſe that haue had wofull experience and mai- 

ſler Surgeon together teſtifie: nay, they not onely indanger 

the bodie by lothſom diſeaſes, but ingraue a perpetuall ſhame 

in the forehead of the partie, and finally conſume his ſoule and 

make him fit for the diuell.

Auchoꝛ ſaith, is neceſlarilie required th:e parties: The ſer- 
ter, the Verſer and the Barnacle, Inderd J haue heard ſome” - 
retainers to this ancient trade diſpute of his pzocedings 
in His caſe, and by them in a full Spnode of quart pots it 
was thozowlte examined and concluded, that there were 
no ſuch names as he hath ſet downe, no2 anie cheating 
Arte ſo chziſtenedas Conicatching.

:ofitable Treatiſe might haue alſo bene publiſhed fon 
ſuchcompanſons to loke into, as ſoʒ god fellowſhip will 
not ſticke to lend two oꝛ th:& falſe oathes to drfeate the 
Widdow and ſa ther leſſe of chr ir right. wough in ſhoꝛt ſpace 
after they loſe chr ir cares fo2 the ir labour. A per ſwaſion 
againſi pꝛide had beene derie pꝛoſitable: and an exhoꝛtat i- 
on againfl ſwearing bad beene a thing comme ndable, it 
he had in a pleaſant Treatiſe ſhewed the folly of pong. 
ponthes and idle queanes; wich entring into che ſernice 


bk lundzie honeſt perſons, continue there no longer then 
they can cleanlp connap ſome ſufficient tariage fo their 


pꝛeſent maintenance. Chen had he done well, and perad- 
uenture giuen ſuch light to ſundzie honeſt honſholders, 
that chey would be care full what perſons the y bad ceceiued 
mto the ir houſt s oꝛ put in truſt about ch ix buſineſſe.

beleene it is the ſtrength of the ale, when being truly ſil⸗ 
ted it is nothing inderd but the ſtrength of che gunpowder 
chat wozketh the effec,to the great beart-· burning of the 
parties that dʒ ir ke the (ane. J would haue had him touch 
the contrarietie of aparell, and ſet downe reaſons to diſ⸗ 
ſwade men from wearing French peakes, becauſe they 
are god foz nothing but to ſtab men, as alſotold the vſe 

of the terrible cut, and the Swallow taile laſh. 

To leaue daliance and come to the matter. J will in- 
koꝛme pou bat policies haue bene p:aciſed ſince the 
boks of Conicatching were ſet fo:th. Theſe Bat fowlers 
92 Conicatchers hauing loft a collop of their liuing, by 
communicating their ſecrets with babling companions, 
baue now inuenteda newe tricke to fetch in the-pence, 
They diſguiſe chemſelues like Apparttoꝛs 02 Sumners,

wo;dof ſhame tothe whole Citie,b:ibe chem with all that 
euer they can rap and rend, to holde their peace, and ſaue 
their honeſt ie. They will vzge the ſtrianeſſe of che ir oath, 
and the danger of the law in ſuch caſes of concealement, 
vntill they can ſ& them come off roundly : then they wil 
bamme and hani, and ſate they are not euerp bodie, and 


ſo take their mony, and returne laughing in their fleeues, 


to thinke how thep coſoned chem. 
Within ſhozt time after they ſend another of thetr copel⸗ 
mates after the ſame ſoꝛt, and he gines them the like pluck. 


And is ton duc oneafter the other, ſhall neuer leaue 
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afflicing his gholl, til they baue made him as bare as a 


birds tatle, ſo as he hath not one pennie moꝛe to ſaue him 
from hanging, if neede were. a monſtrous abuſe of autho⸗ 
ritie, and hindꝛance to che courts of Juſtice, that haue the 
ouerſight of ſuch offences. 
Other there be that do nothing but ride vp and downe 

the countrie, like pong merchants a woing, and they will 
marrie cuerie moneth anew wife, 4 then fleecc+her of all 
ſhe hath, that done run awap, and learne where another 
tich widow dwellech, and ſerue her aſter the ſame ſoꝛt: ſo 
rounding England, til they haue pickt vp their tcrummes, 
and got enough to maintatne them all their life after.

lian humouriſts, tho being men fo: all companies, will 
by once conuerfing with a man ſo dzawhim to them, that 


he hall thinke nothing in the woꝛld tw deare fo; them, noz 


once be able to part them, vntill they haue ſpent al! ©: 
haue on chem. | 

Ik he be laſciuloully addicted they haue Aretines Tables 
at his fingers ends, to fede him on with new kinde of fil- 
ſhineſſe : they will come in with Rowſe the French painter, 
and ſhew that an bnlawfull vatnehe had in bandzte: not a 
whoꝛe noꝛ a queane about the towne but they knowe, and 
can tell her markes, and dere, and with ichom ſhee hoſts. 

If chey ſer you conetouſly bent, they will diſcourſe won- 
ders of the Philoſophers ſtone, and make pon belœue thep

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at euerie woꝛd will come in wich Siado Curtixano, fell you 
ſuch miracles of Madame Padilia nd Romana Impia, that 
pou will be mad till yon be out of England: if he ſ& you 
ate caught with this batte he will make as though he will 
leaue vou, and faine buſineſſe about the Court, oz that ſuch 
a Noble man ſent fo him, vhen pou will rather conſent 
to robbe all your friends then bee ſeuered from him one 
houre. Jf pou requeſt his companie to traueile, he will ſap, 
In faith J cannot tell, J would ſoner ſpend my life in 
pour companie, then in anie mans in England. But at 
this time J am not ſo pꝛouided of monie as I would:ther⸗ 
foze I can make no pꝛomiſe: and if a man ſhould aduen ; 
ture vpon ſuch a iourney without money, it were miſera⸗ 
ble and baſe, and no man will care foz vs. Tut monie ſap 
vou (like a liberall young maiſter) take no care fo; that, 
fo2 J haue ſo much land, and J will ſell it, my credits is 
woꝛch ſo much., and J will vſe it. J haue the kæping of a 
Coſens chamber of mine, wich is an old counſellour, and 
be thts vacation time is gone downe into the countrie, 
we will bꝛeake vp his ſtudie, rifle his cheſtes, diue into the 
bottome of his bagges, but we will haue to ſerue our 
turne, rather then faile we will ſell his bokes, pawne his 
bedding e hangings, and make riddance of all bis houſe.
